WASHINGTON, Oct. 
25.—Viscount 


Aoki, the Japanese ambassador at

conference with Secretary Root at the 
state department today made the re 
quest in behalf of his government, that 
tho United States see that Japanese sub- 
jects in California were/accorded their 
full rights under the' treaty of 1804, in. 
eluding the right of children to freely at- 
tend the public schools of San:Francisco. 


Secretary Root will take .the' matter 


up with the president and It is likely 
thut representations will bo made to the 
authorities of California. . 


Tho ambassador said that the exclus- 


ion of Japanese children from' San Fran 
cisco schools was tho chief .cause of tho 
harsh criticism of the United States. Ho 
•was inclined to discount the other causes 
given for tho scntime'nt against 
this 


country. 


HAD NO RIGHT., 


Viscount Aoki said that Mr.iHanaharn, 


the secretary to the Japanese embassy 
who has just returned from an investi- 
gation in Alaska of the killing of a num- 
ber of Japanese seal fishers on tho Pri- 
boloff islands has not yet completed his 
report. The ambassador said ..there was 
no doubt that the Japanese had no right 
to be fishing.in Alaskan waters," but the 
question to be determined is whether the 
Americans were-wa-mmted in indicting 
death as a punishment. 


In the opinion of Viscount Aoki the 


killing of the Japanese by tho American 
government agents has played.little part 
in arousing Japanqre public sentiment 
against the United States. 
In Japan 


it is believed that justice will "be done 
in this case when the facts arc 
fully 


gifted. 


ASKS FOR ARRESTS. 


WASHINGTON, .Oct. • 25.—Secretary 


Root has requested the Japanese govern- 
ment to cause the arrest and punishment 
of Japanese poachers who attempted to 
land on the seal islands of Alaska recent- 
ly and who escaped to Japan after some 
o"f their party had been killed. The state 
department'* basis for this request is 
found in the fact that it regards the at 
tempted landing of the. poachers as 
Invasion of United States territory.

The only person who-kndws the actual 


number of occupants of the building is 
the janitor, who is missing nnd believed 
to be under the great mass of debris 
that is piled high inside the bare walls 
o£ the destroyed structure. It was the 
custom for many of the transients who 
cnme mostly from the nearby railroad 
yards, not to register, and thus all trace 
of them is lost 'for the time being. Only 
a thorough search of the ruins, that may 
take days and an exact accounting of 
the missing, will finally reveal the extent 
of the catastrophe. 


At 8 o'clock this morning the known 


dead 
numbered four. Several persons 


are missing and close to fifty others are 
known to have been injured. Of tho in 
jurcd scattered air.onp half a dozen hos- 
pitals and at private homes twenty-live 
were' more or less seriously hurt. Two 
or three of these at least will die. 


ONCE BOARD OF .TRADE. 


The chamber of commerce building was 


situated at Park and Central streets in 
the Rivervicw district of Kansas City, 
Has. It was at a junction of the ele- 
vated railways, two blocks west of the 
Knw river and a mile southeast of what 
now is the business district or Kansas 
City. Kansas. It was erected^ fourteen 
years ago at a cost of $85,000 to be used 
as a board of trade. The city grew away 
from it, however, and' was never used 
for its 'original purpose, but for many 
years had been occupied us an apart- 
ment house. The structure was 'four 
stories in height, with a deep basement 
and faced the -two streets. 


It was built of brick nnd stone alone 
It contained one hundred rooms, al 


most all of which were as far as can be 
earned, occupied by families or Individ 
ual laboring men or railway employes a' 
the time the fire started. 


The ground floor wns occupied by W 
i. Lovelace's barber shop; Edward T 
Summer's drug store; Central Avenu 
Gus Fixture company; Mrs. Belle Wag 
ncr, restaurant; tho Smith overall laun 
dry and the Labor Record. 


STARTED ABOUT MIDNIGHT. 


The fire broke out on the ground fioo 


from 
some unknown" 'cause at 
12:31 


o'clock. Isolated as it was the burning 
building was difficult of access and 


to reach the upper stories. A stifling 
smoke filled the building, evidently com- 
ing from the burning stocks of merchan- 
dise on the. floor below and some of the 
occupants prob'ably were never able to 
leavc'their rooms. 


1 TRYING TO'GET FRESH AIR. 
When the firemen arrived at the burn- 


ing building they saw men hanging from 
window sills on the upper ' floors 
and 


frantic women with babies in their arms 
and children clinging to them leaning far 
out from the windows unable to find any - 
means of escape and yet teking advan- 
tage of the little fresh air which the win- 
dows afforded. The firemen quickly ran 
their ladders up, but they did not reach 
above the third floor. Many 
persons 


were on the. floor above. The firemen 
first devored themselves to the people 
on the second and third floors and did 
not then heed ihe screams of the people 
above. 
THROWN INTO FTREMENS' ARMS. 


Many of the persons in the interior 


of the building were already overcome by 
the dense smoke and had to be carried 
out by the firemen. But many were able 
to escape down the ladders without as- 
sistance. After getting everyone they 
could find out of the second and third 
floors the firemen .turned their attention 
to the people above. As the ladders did 
not reach above the third floor, the men 
on the fourth floor literally pitched their 


ives and children down to the firemen 
i the ladders and then jumped down 
lemselvcs. Some of the more excitable 
nes jumped to the ground and were 
ther killed or badly injured. Some 
horn the firemen tried to catch fell the 
ntire distance to the ground. 
Frank Dieter, a mail clerk, jumped 
om the fourth floor and caught hold, 
f a ladder two stories below, although 
c saved himself he broke all of the fin- 
3rs of both hands. 


ALL THREE WERE SAVED. 


Jesse Ford, a laborer, carrying his 
ife in his arms, climbed out of a win 
ow of the. fourth floor. He walked 
long a beam until he reached, r. point 
ircctly over a fireman's ladder and then 
ropped tho woman to a fireman below, 
he fireman caught her and passed her 
afely to the ground. Ford then wont 
ack and got his nine months old baby 
id saved it-in like manner. He then 


umpcd himself and was caught by a fire- 
nnn.

- MONEY FOR CAPITOL. 


This is the first time since the law 


..•as passed providing for the common 
school tax that any part of it- has been 
emitted. The state 
officers probably 


would have remitted the entire state 
tax if the legislature had not appro- 
ariated $600,000 to begin the work of 
reeling thc new capitol. The, law pro- 
vides that the annual state aid to the 
ommon schools shall be equal to 7.10 of 
a mill on the valuation of all taxable 
property of the state, and that,$200,000 
shall be taken from moneys paid by the 
railroads for taxes. The total state aid 
'or'common schools this year will be 
$1,487,360. Of this 
amount $200,000 


comes' from thc railroad taxes, $643,680 
Tom the general fund as transferred to- 
day and $043,680 from the tax- to be lev- 
ied.

On Oct. 1 last there was a balance of 


$2 120,411-49 in the general fund of the 
state treasury, or $311,076:49 more than 
the total state taxes remitted today.

and carriers in postofilces in Wisconsin, 
Michigan, town, Illinois and other states 
of the west, will be granted increased 
salaries from July 1, 1907. The retire- 
ment of hundreds of clerks from the pos- 
tal service directly traceable to inade- 
quate compensation induced the author- 
ities to incorporate in the estimate just 
submitted to the treasury an item of 
$26,700,000 for the salaries of clerks, nn 
increase of $3,000,000 over the present 
sum • available for- the 
purpose. - The 


amount recommended will permit • the 
promotion of about 75 per cent of clerks 
in the-grade below $000, about'50 per 
cent of thd clerks receiving $900 and $1,- 
000, about 40 per cent of those receiving 
from $1.100 to S1.200, and about 30 per 
cent of those receiving more than'$1,200. 
Of the $3,000,000 increase, §1,37-0,600 is 
for the employment' of additional clerks', 
and $1,600,000 for the' promotion "of 
clerks now in the service.

Judge Horace Lurton of the sixth ju- 
dicial-circuit,, who was considered for .the 
j>lace, has been eliminated, and .because 
Mr. Moody holds the" views desired on 
.trusts"and is not 'prejudiced on"the'- la" 
bor or race question's the president is in- 
clined to' overlook the obstacle that Jus- 
tice Holmes, now on the court, also is 
from Massachusetts,- which is Mr. Moo- 
dy's own state. 


"Mr. Straus' selection is the surprise of 


this unhoiiucciuent. The other changes 
have been' forecast. 
Mr. Straus 
has 


long been known as a friend of the pres- 
ident and as a man in whom Mr. Roose- 
velt has the utmost confidence. His ap- 
pointment is a compliment to the Jews 
of the United States, of whom he is one 
of the most prominent. 


NOT NATIVE OF AMERICA. 


'Although it is not at all without pre- 


cedent, Mr. Straus' selection is interest 
ing beci-.use of the fact that he is not a 
-native of the United States, 
He was 


.born in Bavaria. This impairs his ser- 
vice iii no way except- that should the 
president and vice president die or be re-

ETHICS AND MEDICAL ADVERTIS- 


ING. 


Chicago Chronicle: 
Why should not 


'a man wlio has something to sell adver- 
tise it? 
'This is the question involved in a case 
which is pending before the Wisconsin 
board of medical examiners. An appli- 
'Snit' for a license to practice as a pliys- 
'ic'i'ah"' announces that if granted a -li- 
Wnsd1 h'e will advertise. It is intimated 
^luff'tiio license will be' refused 'jy tin 
'medicii.'! board, in which case the matter 
'jPiirT5'£ taken into the courts for adjud- 
lcati'6'n. Let us hopo that it will be. A 
}u'tficiiii deliverance on tlu's point will 
•Jfilj! 'interesting and important. 


VTiVe"''questioii involved is purely one' of 
'sVcajled "medical ethics," That is to. 
siiy, the larger proportion of physicians 
hold that it is not "ethical" to advertise. 
This would be an entirely tenable posi- 
tion if the supporters of "ethics", exer- 
cised their own rights and 'refused to ad- 
vertise. But that does not satisfy them. 
They demand not only that they them- 
selves shall be highly "ethical" but that 
the other physicians shall be equally so. 
It is a case of "You must believe as 1 
do; if you don't 'you can not practics 
medicine," 


It is purely a matter of belief. The 
ethicals" believe that it ie undignified 


and unprofessional to advertise. , 'Tha 
nonethitals claim the right to inform the 
public of their qualifications and thcii 
whereabouti. There issue is joined. 


There is 110 law against physicians ad- 


vertising and, of course, there never 'can 
be 'such a law, but it appears that the 
Wisconsin, board of medical examiners 
is n. law unto itself and 
assumes 'the 


right to 'prevent an advertising physician 
from practicing medicine in the state of 
'Wisconsin. The. right of the examiners 
to. exercise any such authority will 'bo 
tested if the 'ease under consideration is 
taken to the courts. 
It ought to be 


tested. 


There is no moru reason, fundamental- 


ly. 'speaking, why a physician should not 
iidvertise than there in that a 'jcwlor 
or a bookseller or a grocer should not 
advertise. 
The question of "ethics" is 


one for the individual physician to de- 
cide for himself. Any physician ought 
to have the right not to advertise or to 
advertise as' lie sees fit. It is not a 
question of medical '"ethics" but of in- 
dividual liberty. '

NEGRO IS HISSED IN COURT 


MM. nartje'i Xr« Blase u 8h« Disclaims 


All Intimacy. . 


'PITTS-BURG, Pa., Oct. 25.—The second 


day's trial of Clifford Hooe, the negro 
charged -with perjury in-tthe case of Mrs. 
Augustus • Hartje, proved sensational. 
Mrs. Hartje, the 'beautiful wife of the 
paper millionaire, went 'on the stand and 
tearfully denied the intimation that she 
had been too,friendly with the low brow- 
ed negro when he had been her family 
coaehman. 


Hooe was hiased at one stage of the 


trial as he hid his face behind his hand. 
The hisses came from some spectators 
who could not be located by the' court 
officers, and a few moments later there 
was some applause at a telling point 
against the negro. The applause was 
quickly hushed. 


Augustus- Hartje reached the court 


room at 10 o'clock, and as he stepped in- 
to the elevator he came face to face with 
his wife and her father, John Scott. The 
eyes of Mrs. Hartje-flamed at the sight 
of her husband, who simply turned liis 
back on her. 


Mrs. Hartje took the stand and for an 


hour testified as to the falseness of the 
allegations made by Hooe. All the time 
Hoee sat with his beadlike eyes glued 
on the beautiful witness, 


"Were you or were you not'intimate 


with Clifford Hooe,"- said Attorney Fer- 
guson bluntly to Mrs. Hartje, as he wav- 
ed his hand toward the negro. ' Mrs. 
Hartje colored to the roots of her hair, 
and half rising in her seat fairly blazed 
at the examining attorney: "Mr. Fer- 
guson, you know I was not." 


"I don't know whether you were or 


not. It's not for me to say. It's for 
you to answer the question, yes or no," 
replied Ferguson. 


"No, I was not," said Mrs. Hartje. 
Mrs. Hartje told how she ha<J been 


compelled to discharge Hooe after one- 
day's trial as coachman and she created 
excitement; by, the statement that her 
husband had 
immediately re-engaged 


him, and that he had then remained in 
the Hartje household employ for six 
weeks. She said that she had discharg- 
ed the negro because he did not drive to 
suit her; that he was harsh and cruel 
with her horses. 


During the day John Scott, father of 


Mrs. Hartje, was on the stand and gave 
testimony regarding the part he had tak 
en in causing the arrest of Hooe on hear- 
ing of his deposition, regarding hisdaugh- 
ter. Detective Hay, who chased Hooe 
through six states before capturing him, 
was also examined. 


One of the telling points made by Mrs. 


Hartje was in proving that she had been 
at the home of her father on the oven- 
ing when Hooe swore she had visited him 
in the stable.

STABBED THE KEEPER: 


A fierce fight for possession of. iHe 


wrench followed: The keeper .called, for 
help while the prisoners jeered' at Turn 
and chered Curtin on. Cuskely gr^dualW 
was getting the upper hand when sud- 
denly Curtin drew back and whipping out 
a long knife drove it twice into the keep- 
er's side and then pounded him on the 
head with the wrench. By this time 
John Ford, another keeper, had appear- 
ed in response to Cuskely's cries, and he 
closed with Curtin, Ford was victor, but 
his arm was broken in the struggle. 
Cuskely's condition is critical. 


The officials of the jail say it was Cur- 


tin's plan to release all the men on the 
upper tier after the keepers had -been 
overcome.

COST OF AN EARTHQUAKE,. 


London Mail: The annual loss of life 


in.the world occasioned by earthquakes 
is, on the overage, 3,500. This number 
is fairly in accordance with the num- 
bers lost during the last twelve months 
On-Oct. 8, 1891, Japan lost 9,960 of her 
people, or double the number lost in her 
war with:China. The wounded number 
ed 19,994. With a single earthquake in 
1896 the loss of .life in the same country 
approached 30,000. 


If .we turn to the loss of property 


after the earthquake of 1891, $30,000,000 
was required for the restoration of rail- 
ways, roads, bridges and other public 
works. In. addition to this 
128,750 


houses, together with factories, temples 
and other buildings, had to be restored. 


in 1897, after-a disastrous earthquake 


in Assam, the 
chief commissioner oi 


that country reported t-o the secretary 
of the government of India that their 
own resources had beenjBXhausted and, 
with the object'of restoring various pub- 
lic works,, a grant frpm, the imperial re- 
venues would-be -required .to-assist.Jus 
administration. T^ie ;tqtal damage oc 
casioned, much of .which-, had :to be met 
by shareholders in; railways,-.tea.. fac: 
tones and other industries,-was.roughly 
estimated .at 
.$25,000,000. -Speaking 


generally, a large earthquake in apopula 
ted country often results in..damage .to 
the extent of several millions. 


If it is asksd.whether these e:q>endi 


tures can be reduced the answer is dis- 
tincftively in the affirmative. 


One of the outcomes of modern seis 


mology has been to devise instruments 
which 
measure 
earthquake 
motion. 


From a. knowledge of the actual nature 
of these instruments new rules and form- 
ulae for the use of engineers and builders 
have been established. 


In Japan and' other countries these 


have been extensively applied inthe con- 
struction of piers for bridges, tall chim- 
neys, walls, ordinary'.dwellings, embank- 
ments, reservoirs, etc. Inasmuch as the 
new types of structures have withstood 
violent earth shaking, while ordinary 
types in the neighborhood have failed, it 
can be confidently stated that much has 
already been accomplished to minimize 
the loss of lifft.
